Every farmer should be his own 
ice man and have his own ice house, 
savs the department, pointing out 
the importance of pure ice to the 
country home. 
Not only does it add 
to the enjoyment of country life but 
enhances the profitability of farming 
by its 
inlluenee on perishable 
pro­ 
ducts. 


“ During the winter,” says the de­ 
partment, “ farmers will find it pro­ 
fitable 
to 
make 
every 
possible 
arrangement 
for 
harvesting 
and 
storing such ice as may be available 
in their localities. 
Ice is a luxury 
and yet in many section of the coun­ 
try it may he hud for the gathering 
if the farmer is prepared 
for 
the 
harvest at the right time. 
The cost 
of harvesting and storing ice is not 
great compared with the 
comfort 
that it brings, and an ample supply 
of this luxury is of great importance 
in the country home than in the city 
residence. 
Even such 
farmers 
as 
are not near lakes or streams often 
gather quite a supply of ice by put­ 
ting out pans or troughs filled with, 
water and removing the ice after the 
water has frozen. 
“ Not only is ice appreciated be­ 
cause of its use in the preservation

six inches. 
A stream or pond from 
which ice is taken should he free 
from any source of 
contamination 
or pollution.

Victor Chapman, a 
Harv ard man from New York, 
and 
my self. 
We belonged to the foreign, 
legion which had been made u p in 
Paris of men of all nationalities and 
we had been in 
the 
trenches 
for 
twenty 
consecu tiv e 
day s 
before 
Christmas 
dawned. 
For 
twenty 
day s we had faced that strip of land 
4 5 feet wide, between 
ou r 
trench 
and that of the Germans, that terri­ 
ble no-man’s land, dotted with dead 
bodies, 
criss-crossed 
by 
tangled 
masses of barbed wire. 
That little 
strip of land was as wide, as deep 
and as fu ll of dead as the Atlantic 
ocean; as u nerossihle as the spaces 
between stars; 
as terrible as hu ­ 
man hate. 
And the su nshine of the 
bright Christmas morning fell on it 
as hrigfitly as if it were a lov ers lane 
of the aisle in some grand 
cathed­ 
ral. I don’t knowT how the tru ce be­ 
gan in other trenches, bu t 
in 
ou r 
hole Nadeen began 
it—Nadeen, 
a 
Tu rk, who believ es 
that 
Mahomet 
and not Christ, was the prophet of 
God. 
rlhe su nshine of the morning 
seemed to get into Kadeen’s blood. 
He was only an enthu siastic boy , al­ 
way s childlessly happy , and 
when 
we noticed at the regu lar 
morning 
shooting hou r 
that 
the 
German 
trenches were silent, Nadeen began 
to make a joke of it. 
He drew a target on a board, fas­ 
tened it on a pole and stu ck it abov e 
the trench, shou ting to the Germans: 
“See howT well y ou can shoot.” 
Within a minu te the 
target 
had 
been bu lls-ey ed. 
Nadeen pu lled 
it 
down, pasted litle hits of white pa­ 
per where shots 
had 
stru ck 
and 
held it u p again so that the Germans 
cou ld see their score. 
In doing so, 
Nadeen’s head appeared 
abov e the 
trench, and we heard him 
talking 


across the No-mans land. Thou ght­ 
lessly , I raised my head too. Other 
men did the same. We saw' hu ndreds 
of German heads appearing. Shou ts 
tilled the 
air. 
What 
miracle 
had 
happened? Men lau ghed and cheer­ 
ed. 
There w*as Christmas light in 
ou r ey es and I know 
there 
were 
Christmas tears 
in 
mine. 
There 
were smiles, smiles, smiles, where in 
day s before there had 
been 
only 
ritle barrels. 
The terror 
of 
No­ 
mans lau d fell away . 
The sou nds 
of happy v oices filled the air. 
We 
were all u nhu manly happy for that 
one gloriou s instant in which we all 
—English, 
Portu gu ese, 
Americans 
and ev en Nadeen, the 
Tu rk, 
and 
that, sav ages as we had been, cav e­ 
men as we were, the aw fu lness 
of 
war had not filled the 
corners 
of 
ou r 
hearts where lov e and Christ­ 
mas liv ed. 
I think Nadeen was the 
first to sense what had happened. 
He su ddenly ju mped 
ou t 
of 
the 
trench and began wav ing his hands 
and cheering. 
While he was 
doing 
this a ponderou s German with a hap­ 
py smile that ex posed two rows ¿of 
glittering white teeth climbed ou t of 
the trench and shou ted: 
“Lieu tenant 
Sebroeder 
presents 
his compliments to y ou r Lieu tenant 
and desires to know if he will se- 
lect fou r men and come to the mid­ 
dle of the neu tal territory 
to 
ar­ 
range for a tru ce for bu ry ing the 
dead.” 


Ou r lieu tenant agreed in an 
in­ 
stant. 
I was one of the fou r men 
ha selected and I shall nev er forget 
how 1 felt as we adv anced to meet 
the fou r German soldiers and their 
lieu tenant who were coming towards 
u s. We felt_as if we wanted to throw 
ou r arms abou t 
these 
men; 
they 
told me later in the day 
that 
the 
same desire was u pon them. 
Tin* 
hatred of war had 
been 
su ddenly 
withdrawn and it left a v acu u m ,iu 
which we hu man beings ru shed into 
contract with each other. 
You felt 
their 
hand 
shake— dou ble 
hand­ 
shake with both 
hands 
in 
y ou r 
heart. 


The tru ce was arranged. 
There 
was to be no more firing for one 
hou r and the men from both sides 
were to eomo ou t and 
bu ry 
their 
dead. 
The soldiers 
flocked 
from 
both trenches. 
They ru shed at each 
other and shook hands. 
“I want 
to 
hav e y ou r 
photo- 
raplis,” said the German lieu tenant 
to ou r party . 
He sent back for his 
camera and we enemies stood with 
ou r arms abou t each others shou ld­ 
ers in horseshoe formation while the 
lieu tenant snapped his camera. 
“If I don’t hav e a chance to send 
y ou the prints before the wu ir is ov ­ 
er” lie said, “I shall see that y ou get 
them afterwards,” and he took ou r 
addresses. 
At last the bodies 
w’ere 
hu rled. 
The hou r of tru ce had passed. 
Bu t 
the men didn’t 
go 
back 
to 
the 
trenches. 
In grou pes all abou t that 
once terrible strip of Noman’s land, 
the Germans and 
Legionaries 
sat 
talking or play ing cards, ex changing 
tobacco and cigarettes and 
joking 
and lau ghing. 
“Don’t blame u s,” was the bu r­ 
den of the Germans’ talk. “It wasn’t 
ou r fau lt that we are fighting. 
We 
don’t know' what it’s all abou t. 
We 
all hav e wiv es and children and wTe 
are ju st the same kind of men that 
y ou are. 
We’re damned fools and 
so is ev ery body that is fighting.” 
And ou r talk ran the same. 
It wasn’t u ntil the su n began to 
go dow'n that the grou pes broke u p. 
“We’re to hav e a band 
in 
ou r 
trenches tonight and we want y ou to 
hear it,” said the German lieu tenant 
as h© bade u s good-by e, and 
we 
shook the hands that might slay u s 
on the morrow. 
And after su pper 
we heard a su dden blast of mu sic 
that thrilled u s. 
A little German band had crept 
into the German trenches 
a n d a n - 
nou ced itself, with a 
grand 
chord. 


Then came the u nex pected 
strains 
of the “Marseillaise.” 
The French­ 
men went almost frantic with de­ 
light. 
Then came ou r tu rn when the 
band play ed “It’s a Long, Long Way 
to Tipperary .” 
George Ullard, ou r 
negro cook, who came from Galv es­ 
ton, got ou t a mou thorgan and al­ 
most hu rst his lu ngs play ing “Die 
Waeht Am Rheim.” 
The silence in 
the German trenches was a thou s­ 
and times more eloqu ent than the 
bu rst of cheers which came when 
George had finished. 
There was no shooting all 
night 
u ntil abou t fi * in the morning, when 
the sou nd of rifles was heard far 
down the trench. 
Bu t Nadeen cou ldn’t measu re hu ­ 
man natu re u nerringly , lie had been 
the first to feel the* holiday spirit of 
<'hristmas day , bu t, on this day af­ 
ter ( hristmas, he tailed to sense the 
grimness of’ war that had fallen ov er 
the trenches du ring the night. Ear­ 
ly in the morning he ju mped ou t of 
le trench and began 
wav ing 
his 
nnds again. John Street, 'an Ainer- 
•an, who had been an ev angelist in 
St. Lou is ju mped ou t with him, be­ 
an to shou t a morning greeting to 
German he had made friends with 
the day before. 
There was a su dden rattle of fire 
and Street fell dead with a 
bu llet 
throu gh his 
head. 
The 
su n 
was 
shining down again on a world gone 
mad.

FORTS DO NOT PROTECT 
CITY 


Pictures an Attack on 
New 
York 


City Saying it Would he Easy 


For Enemy to Capture 


BY BURTON K. STANDI SI [ 
(Written for United Press.) 
Washington, Mar. 24.— “A fleet of 
English or German battleships m ak­ 
ing an attack on New York, could 
destroy several billion dollars worth 
of skyserappers in a 
half 
hour’s 
bombardment and steam uway again 
with little damage, as fa r as the de­ 
fenses are concerned.” 
That was 
the statement of Senator Benjamin 
B. Tillman of South Carolina, chair­ 
man of the Senate 
Naval 
Affairs 
committee, 
in an interview granted 
the United Press. 


“Every now and then we have a 
w ar game, in which a fleet attacks 
the forts defending some particular 
town, both lire enormous quantities 
of blank cartridges and shells 
and 
then the umpires speak their 
little 
piece, always somewhat to this e f­ 
fe c t: 
‘The attacks made by the fleet 
reflects great credit on the officers 
commanding it and shows the ves­ 
sels to be 
most 
efficient 
of 
their 
class. 
However 
it 
was 
clearly 
shown that the fleet could not have 
gotten past the forts and destroyed 
the town.’ 


“ Some day wo will get an umpire 
who will make this hackneyed report 
to reassure the people in the city on 
which the war game was tried, and 
when we do there will be an awaken­ 
ing. 
Why if we could attack the 
port of New York with the 
fleet 
which this nation has, it would not 
require qpy particular luck to re ­ 
duce the* buildings on M anhatton Is­ 
land to a pile of debris. 
It would 
be absolutely and utterly impossible 
to r the forts to protect the city. The 
fleet would simply pound down those 
sky sc rappers until there was noth­ 
ing in sight to shoot at. 
“ In the flrst place, and in reply to 
any startled question about Sandy 
Hook, and the big 16-ineh gun there 
let me say if T were commanding a 
fleet 
which attacked New York 
I 
Would not bother with Sandy Hook 
at all. 
Knowing that the strongest 
fortifications arc there I would come 
in by Long Island Sound. 
I am a b ­ 
solutely confident that a fleet enter­ 
ing by that route, passing through 
JTell Gate after detonating the mines 
tjmt might be placed there, would 
have no trouble at all in bombarding 
the city all it wanted to.’’ 
Senator Tillman paused and gaz­ 
ed proudly at a picture of the New 
York, steaming full 
speed 
ahead, 
with an aeroplane flying above her. 
“Let me be sure about that now,” 
he said, taking off the receiver of 
his telephone. 
A few minutes later 
he was deep in a maze of figures 
with experts of the Navy D epart­ 
ment about depths of water at vari­ 
ous places along the sound route. 
“Yes,” he continued “the battle­ 
ship 
M assachusetts 
ju st 
passed 
through Hell Gate the other day on 
her way from the Brooklyn Navy 
Yard to Newport. 
Now 
I don’t 
mean to say, or have it understood, 
that I am in favor of 
building 
a 
whole flock of battleships because I 
pay this tribute to their power. We 
ought not to have authorized 
two 
dreadnoughts 
this 
year. 
We 
We want battleships when we know 
how’ to build the most effective ship, 
but personally I would not be su r­ 
prised if at the end of this w ar not 
only every battleship 
afloat, 
but 
every battleship building, 
will 
be 
obsolete. 
Certainly those now built 
and building are very nearly obso­ 
lete now*, wrhen the 
subm arine 
is 
considered. 
“ It may he discovered that if we 
build 
dreadnaughts 
with 
three 
bottoms and three decks, to guard 
against both mines and 
torpedoes 
underneath, 
and 
airships 
bombs

Each voter may 
vote for his first choice and for his 
second choice a.nd if no candidate 
has a majority of five choice votes, 
the low 
candidates 
dropped 
one 


by one and the second choice votes 
of their supporters are distributed 
among the leading candidates. 


In Wisconsin where this plan was 


first considered, it became known 
as the "Marry An Bill." Its name 
was derived from 
the 
supposition 


that the lover would say, "If I can't 
have Mar}-, I will take Ann." So in 
voting, if there are three candidates, 
the voter may say, "If I can't have 
my first choice. A, I would prefer 
B to C. The process of marking the 
ballot will he very simple. 
Each vo- 


ter merely checks a cross in the col- 
umn headed "First Choice" opposite 
the name of the candidate for whom 
he wishes to vote, a cross in the sec- 
ond choice 
column 
opposite 
the 


name of the candidate for whom he 
wishes to vote for second choice. 


When it. comes to 
counting the 


ballots more difficulties appear. Lot 
us take a concrete case. 
Suppose 


that there are four candidates for 
congressman. 
A receives 10,000 


first choice votes, B. G.OOO 0 5,000 
and D. 1,000. 
Since A did not re- 


ceive a majority of the votes cast, 
he is not nominated by first choice 
votes. 
The low man D. is dropped 


and the votes which his 
supporters 


cast as second choices for others 
are distributed among A. B. C. Let 
us assume that A got 600, B 300 and 
C 100 of these votes. These added 
to the first choice votes give the fol- 
lowing results;

and C. 5,000.

The second choice is not very ex- 


tensively used in this country ex- 
cept in city 
elections. 
Wisconsin 


has it in its state law but at the lust 
primary, the people did not express 
second choices to a gcrat extent. In

Minnesota,

ever, practically all of the 'voters 
voted :i second choice. Where the. 
ballot is not too long, the second 
choice is easily expressed hut with 
a multitude of candidates it adds 
that much more to the. confusion.

A new plan of registration of vo- 


ters will be used at the next elec- 
tion under a. law enacted 
at 
the 


recent .session. 
Under the old law 


very voter had to appear in person 
at each registration and register for 
he following election.

he law so that if a person

once registered, he would continue 
o be registered so long as he re- 
nained in the same precinct.

officials 


meet for registration, they 
secure 


the old registry list and from it pre- 
prc a new list, striking therefrom 
the names of electors who to their 
knowledge or upon the affidavit of 
two voters arc no longer voters in 
the precinct. 


If the registry list used in 1914 in 


any precinct has been destroyed or 
mutilated so as to prevent its use, 
a registration for all voters must be 
held and every voter must appear in 
person to register. 


The new law provides for a clear 


statement in 
the 
election notice 


which will read as follows: "Kvery 
voter 
of 
the 
precinct 
whose 


name 
does 
not appear 
on

registration 
book used 
for 
the 


identification of voters at the last 
general election held on the 
day 


of November, 19— or who failed to 
vote at the last? general election as 
aforesaid is required to register at a 
session of the board unless prevent- 
ed by sickr.ess or himself or his un- 
avoidable absence from the county 
or by reason of his being quuruntin- 
'd. If any such voter is uot so reg- 
istered or fails to to register, he 
will have no right to vote at the No- 
vember elections." 


The new law removes many hard- 


ships and should work to the advan- 
tage particularly of the rural com- 
munities, where voters do not 
fre- 


quently change their residence and 
where registration for each election 
has therefore seemed to be unneces- 
sary. 
The chief danger in the law 


lies in the possibility in cities of re- 
taining names on (he list and using 
them for fictitious voters. 
The law 


should, however, simplify the inden- 
tineation process for the investiga-

three hundred odd thousand 
drug 


users—"dope fiends"—will not suf- 
fer through the workings of the new 
Harrison Federal law which places 
restrictions on the sale of the "hop." 
They will continue to get their allot- 
ments 
of 
"snow" 
and "coke" 


through the same channels that sup- 
plied them before the law went into 
effect. 


While the vast armies or users in 


Chicago, San Francisco, St. Louis, 
Cleveland and Boston are suffering 
slightly because of the curtailment 
of their supplies, New York's goes 
011 sniffing day by day, their com- 
plexion becoming more sallow, their 
cheeks more hectic and their eyes 
more bright with an unnatural lus- 
tre. 


It is not due to any laxity of the 


law in Xew York. The 
authorities 


arc just as vigilant, perhaps more so 
than in the foregoing 
cities, 
but 


what can they do? 
Its a question 


that 
Inspector 
Dwyer . of 
"drug 


squad" fame would give a pretty 
penny to know. 


"This Harrison law helps these 


other states," said the inspector to- 
day, "but right here in New York 
where 
I he traffic is perhaps worse 


than any place in the world, it does- 
not help us. 
You see we have had 


a law in New York state for years 
which places practically the same 
restrictions on the sale of drugs as 
docs the Harrison law. We have en- 
forced them to the very letter, too, 
hut the traffic still goes on and I can 
see n.o way of stopping it until our 
awmakers really become cognizant 
of the deadliness of it. 


"Our law here makes it a critical 


offense (o sell cocaiue, heroin, and 
morphine without a physician's pre- 
scription. The drug stores are sup- 
posed to keep a record of their sales 
When they get in, say, ten pounds of 
cocaine, they are supposed to have a 
record of where every ounce of that 
stuff went when they sold it. 
We 


saw to it that they did, too. 


"Immediately after the law went 


into effect there arose in New York 


vast uvvny of physicians who do 


nothing but write prcscripetions for 
drugs. 
Crooks? 
Sure, 
they're 


crooks—they work in teams 
with 


the crooked druggists and New York 
gets its sniffs daily—and, mind you, 
under the law. We know it, but wo 
can do nothing. 


"For instance, we'll say you aro 


a druggist with ten pounds of co- 
caine. 
A physician whoi holds the 


same license that any reputable one 
does, writes you out prescriptions 


supply is cut off and he suffers the 
torture of the damned. 


"The great profit to be made in 


this tra ffic is the siren lure that 
makes druggists aud doctor's crook- 
ed.^" An ounce of heroin, the most 
commonly used drug, costs whole- 
sale about $3.70; Made up in decks 
and distributed to the ultimate con- 
sumers it nets about $30. Thus the 
street man makes about $20 to $25 
clear profit above nil overhead ex- 
penses. If he has a good trade^- 
think what his profits must be! 


"I had a plan once to stop this— 


that was to license only a few phy- 
sicians of known repute and pre- 
scribe the stuff. 
But the lawyers 


said 'such an act would not be con- 
stitutional and we had to pass it 
up. 


"The white light district is, .of 


course, the worst. A great percent- 
age of the users are 
theatrical 


folk, who take it to get the hour's 
vim and "pep" it contains.
